The term the 
lone Independent, John Carson, has al- 
ready expired and continuing 
serve sufferance until his successor 
Stephen Spingarn, Demo- 
crat, winds his term September, and 
doubtlessly will replaced Re- 
publican.

Commis- 
sioner Albert Carretta’s term expires 
September, 1954, and Chairman Mead’s 
runs until September, 1955.

Dyeing Process Offered 
Royalty-Free Victor 


Dedication process patent the 
textile industry contribution toward 
increased manufacturing efficiency and 
lower production costs dyeing wool 
was announced last week Victor Chem- 
ical Works, Chicago.

FTC Quantity Discount 
Ruling Upheld byCourt 


The United States District Court for the 
District Columbia last week 
set aside order the Federal Trade 
Commission invoking for the first time the 
so-called quantity discount rule the 
Robinson-Patman act. The rule was in- 
voked order issued last year against 
the tire industry limiting the amount 
tires that can sold increasing dis- 
counts 20,000 pounds. 

essence, the ruling federal judge 
Matthew McGuire was that the tire com- 
panies can not obtain relief 
tion against enforcement the rule until 
they can show that results injury 
them. The quantity discount limitation, 
declared, limitation the defense 
that the companies can make justify 
discrimination—not limitation their 
business. 

Indications are that the McGuire deci- 
sion will not end the matter, but the case 
will appealed through the courts 
until finally ruled upon the Supreme 
Court. The case has attracted wide atten- 
tion many fields business because 
the first time that the commission 
has ever attempted set limit quan- 
tity discounts. this in- 
stance, undoubtedly precedent for 
establishing limits other sales areas. 


Nineteen Protesting Firms 


their petition the court, some 
nineteen tire firms protesting the quantity 
discount rule, claimed that the rule 
amounted substantive amendment 
the statute which other sections permits 
discounts that can justified the basis 
costs. 

Judge McGuire said that, under- 
stands the law, “in order for price dis- 
crimination unlawful must have 
some inhibiting adverse effect upon 
competition. other words, the statute 
does not make discriminations per il- 
legal. The discrimination must substantial- 
ly, according the terms the act, lessen 
competition tend create monopoly 
any line commerce injure, de- 
stroy prevent competition, etc. 


Proviso Explained 


“In the situation here, the cost-justifica- 
tion proviso, so-called, merely says that 
relation what may appear viola- 
tions the statute virtue price dis- 
criminations possibly having the effect 
‘substantially lessen competition 
tend create monopoly, etc.’ that noth- 
ing referred above ‘shall prevent dif- 
ferentials which make only allowance 
for differences the cost manufactur- 
ing, sale, delivery resulting from the 
differing mcthods quantities which 
such commodities are special purchasers 
sold delivered.’

belt. recent check entomologists 
Madison Parish, La., showed fewer boll 
weevils entering hibernation there than 
any fall ‘since 1947. follow-up check 
next spring determine how many sur- 
vive the winter will indicate still more 
clearly what cotton growers can expect 
from this destructive pest next season— 
and what the insecticide manufacturers 
can expect the way-of sales volume. 

Fall examinations surface ground 
trash woods growing next cotton 
fields have been made Madison Parish 
USDA’s Bureau Entomology and 
Plant Quarantine each year since 1936, 
and only four years (1937, 1938, 1940, 
and 1947) have the boll weevils averaged 
fewer per acre than this year. This fall’s 
check 200 samples ground trash 
from twenty localities the parish turned 
average 1,295 the insects per 
acre. The average 2,226 boll weevils 
per acre for the period 1936-52. 

The entomologists point out that the 
severe boll weevil years 1949 and 1950, 
when the pests destroyed about per- 
cent all the cotton produced states 
where the weevil found, were preceded 
fall counts 2,146 and 3,231 boll wee- 
vils per acre. The spring checks 1949 
and 1950 showed that more boll weevils 
had survived the winter than are now 
hibernation Madison Parish.

World soybean production 1952 was 
forecast last 650,000,000 bushels, 
the second largest soybean crop record, 
the Office Foreign Agricultural Rela- 
tions. The crop was about 10,000,000 
greater than last year and was exceeded 
only the 1950 harvest 671,700,000 
bushels. 

Over percent the estimated world 
production soybeans concentrated 
the United States and the Chinese 
mainland. The remainder grown scat- 
tered areas, with the most significant pro- 
duction Japan, Indonesia, Korea, Can- 
ada, and Brazil. 

This year’s soybean harvest the 
United States, estimated 289,300,000 
bushels, the second largest ever pro- 
duced, surpassing 1951 percent and 
reaching percent the all-time high 
1950.
